Several in St. Louis Homes, 

A number of St. Louisans own 
music boxes, Harris said. Some 
have been in the families for many 
years: others have been acquired 
recently, along with antique furni- 
ture and hooked rugs. In several 
homes, the melancholy yet gay

Shuffling discs is no simple task, 
but an examination of somc of the 
many on hand in Harris’ shop 
brought to light such quaint old 
titles as “Waltz Me Around Again, 
Willie,” “The Mocking ._— Bird,” 
“Sweet Sixteen,” “Last Rose of 
Summer” and “Hear Dem Bells.” 

Harris was born in Bethesda 
Home. His mother died in his 
infancy. so he has no memory of 
her. Stricken early with infantile 
paralysis, he was among those 
treated by the famous children's 
specialist, the late Dr. Edward 
Watt Saunders, one of the found- 
ers of the Bethesda institution. His 
only education war received at the 
old St. Louis Industrial School and 
his interest in music boxes began 
with his acquisition of an old-time 
phonograph when he was 15 years 
old. Its big horn was painted to 
resemble a morning glory. 

Two years later he learned there 
was a broken music box for sale in 
University City, and he scraped to- 
gether his savings and bought it. 
His skil in reparing these ma- 
chines was acquired’ gradually 
through his deep love for them. 
Every time he heard of one, he 
never rested until he had managed 
to see it and had listened to its 
music. Sometimes they were out 
of order, and he usualy undertook 
to repair them, doing the work in 
his litle room at Bethesda. 


NAVY TO LET GRAF ZEPPELIN

Agrees to Permit Servicing of Ger- 
man Dirigible on Trans-Sea 
Flights in May and June.

Another letter was addressed to 
Rodman on the latter’s birthday, 
which happened to coincide with 
that of Abraham Lincoln. It be- 
gan as follows: ‘Dearest & most 
loved of all men, you and Lincoln 
come along together with your 
birthdays—each of you were born 
with many of the saine great qual- 
ities—.,’’

Another letter was written from 
Mr. Wanamaker'’s yacht, then 
cruising off Key West, and begins 
with the salutation: “Mostest & 
Dearest Rodman.” In it the fa- 
ther tells his son: “Slept like a top, 
feel stronger but still higgledy pig- 
gledy on my two fecet—inside I fee] 
lam 55 years. old but walking with 
an old fellow shaky on his legs, 
but oh, so much better am I than 
the man you led into the train at 
16 Dec.” 

Fortifying its contention that Mr. 
Wanamaker at the age of 82 had 
no reason to apprehend an early 
end, the board recites the fact that 
he taught a Sunday school class, 
conferred decrees for a school of 
which he was trustee, and partici- 
pated in discussions of the then 
approaching sesqui-centennial cel- 
ebration at Philadelphia. 

He took virtually no medicine, 
the board continues—“occasionally 
a little strychnia as a tonic and 
bracer, a little digitalis to nourish 
his heart, a little atrophine to 
steady his heart action. and an oc- 
Casional dose of whisky at night. 
lor his colds the doctor gave him 
a very little ammonium hvypophos- 
phite, tincture of, belladonna and 
liquor potassium citrate in a littie 
syrup of lemon.” 

On this and similar evidence, the 
majority of the board reached its 
decision that Mr. Wanamaker did 
not have death in his mind, but. on 
the contrary, was “constantly plan. 
ning far into the future.”’ 

Minority of Six Dissents. 

A minority consisting of six 
members dissented from the déci- 
sion. Pointing out that the law 
presumes stich transfers to be made 
“in contemplation of death.” thus 
placing on the taxpaver the burden 
Of showing conclusively to the con- 
trary, they declared in their dis- 
senting opinion that the evidence 
was insufficient to remove the 
presumption and that the majority, 
in order to void the assesment, had 
“erroneously construed the law.’ 

The estate consisted of the 
Wanamaker stores in Philadelphia 
and New York and the real estate 
pertaining to them. In carrying 
out the transfer, the stock of the 
New York store was made over to 
the Philadelphia store, and the 
stock of the latter was then con- 
veved to Rodman Wanamaker.

SHIELD DEVISED TO PROTECT 
BALLOONISTS FROM LIGHTNING 


AKRON, O., April 20.—The dan- 
ger Of balloonists being killed by 
lightning has been partly eliminat- 
ed by the invention of a protective 
shield, according to Ward T. Van 
Orman, the designer, and he 
use one of the devices in the 1929 
national balloon races to be held 
May 4 at Pittsburg, Pa. 

Van Orman, who won the na- 
tional balloon races in 1924, 1925, 
1926 and 1927, and the interna- 
tional race at Antwerp in 1926, 
also is experimenting with a_ de- 
vice to protect the balloon itself 
from lightning. In 1928 Van Or- 
man’s balloon in the national] race 
at Pittsburg was struck by light- 
ning. His aid, Walter W. Morton, 
was killed and Van Orman was 
injured. Lieut. Paul Everett, U. 
S. A.. was killed similarly in the 
Same contest. 

The shied invented by Van Or- 
man consists of crossarims extend- 
ing diagonally across the metal 
load ring of the balloon above the 
basket. From the corners of the 
crossarms, 12 heavy copper wires 
hang down about a foot outside 
the edge of the basket. They ex- 
tend downward about nine feet. 
Tests of the device have been 
made in the laboratories of the 
Ohio Insulator Works, Barberton, 
where single impact discharges of 
3,000,00 volts, jumping 27 feet, 
were loosed against 
Instruments placed in the basket 
showed that the shock did not go 
through the screen.

In almost four months, the 
Legislature has been in session the 
only outstanding piece of legisla- 
tion has been the enactment of the 


road bond enabling acts, authoriz- 


ing the expenditure by the State 
Highway Department in seven 
years of approximately $158,.000,- 
000, including $75,000,000-of bonds 
voted last November, on State 
highways. 

The remainder of the bills cov- 
ering the Governor's recommenda- 
tions, with few exceptions, are 
slumbering without any vigorous 
effort toward their enactment. 
Hasn't. Traded in Patronage. 
The Governor made his recom- 
mendations and then awaited legis- 
lative action on them, taking the 
position that he had not the right 
to interfere with legislation. The 
Senate has done virtually nothing 
except to attempt to frame a 
budget bill and a central purchas- 
ing bill, legislation which is now 
in such a muddle that it is ques- 
tionable whether any of it will be 
enacted into law. 

The outlook for the Governor's 
program must appear gloomy to 
any observer of legislative affairs. 
The greater part of his time has 
been occupied in matters of pat- 
ronage and gradually he is*setting 
the important State positions 
filled. His appointments generally 
have met public approval, and in 
making them while not interfer- 
ing in legislation, he has kept away 
from the practice of many Gover- 
nors of the State in trading pat- 
ronage for votes of Legislators on 
measures in which he,was inter-

State Institution Survey. 

The survey of educational, ele- 
emosynary and penal institutions, 
one of the important features of 
the Governor’s program, has met 
general support in the Legisla- 
ture. Under a bill which is well 
along toward passage, the Gover- 
nor would appoint a commission 
with power to employ such ex- 
pert assistance as might be needed, 
to examine exhaustively into the 
educational system and recommend 
plans for improvement, and to de- 
termine the building needs of the 
institutions. It is the expectaton 
that this survey will lead to the 
submission of a bond issue of at 
least $25.000,000 for new buildings, 
and that from it will come a 
comprehensive plan for _ provid- 
ing adequate revenues for. the 
schools. A special session of the 
legislature next winter to. at- 
tempt to enact into law of the 
recommendations of the commis- 
sion is being considered by the 
Governor, 

Measures providing for con- 
tests of primary elections have 
progressed well in both houses and 
apparently this legislation will be 
enacted. There is pending a bill 
for permanent’. registration of 
voters, which also is in prospect 
of passage. 

The date of the adjournment of 
the legislature has not been fixed 
but it cannot be far off. After 
May 1 the salary of legislators 
automatically will drop from $5 
to $1 a day and they will not re- 
main in sefsion long after that. 
The general] opinion here is that 
adjournment will be about May 
11.

ing in the seventh annual Univer- 
sity of Kansas relays here today, as 
an army of first-rate athletes from 
the Midwest saw their hopes bur- 
jed in a rain-soaked cinder path.

Athletes from universities, col- 

leges and high schools began com- 
petition on a field made sogzy by 
heavy rains of Friday and finished 
the events in a downpour which 
left the track covered with water 
and sent spectators seeking shelter 
under the stadium.

The meet proper was initiated by 
the decathlon events, Tom Church- 
ill, alround athlete from the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma and Olympic 
team member in 1928, successfully 
defending his relay championship, 
after Wilson (Buster) Charles, 
full-blooded Oneida Indian from 
Haskell Institute, Lawrence, had 
won six firsts. Charles led Church- 
ill until the ninth event, when the 
Oklahoman went into a slight lead. 

New Discus Mark. 

Three athletes hold the two new 
meet records, Tom Warne of 
Northwestern, who holds the 
world’s indoor record for the pole 
vault off a dirt floor, tied with Ot- 
terness of Minnesota fora new meet 
vault mark of 13 ft. 4% in., bet- 
tering the previous record of 13 ft. 
27, in., made by Earl McKown of 
the Emporia, Kansas, State Teach- 
ers College in 1925. Dan Beattie of 
the Colorado Aggies, hurled the dis- 
cust 146 ft. 934 in., besting the rec- 
ord of 141 ft. 9 in., established last 
year by Howell of Oklahoma, who 
also bettered his 1928 mark today 
in taking second place. - 

Beattie was the only individual to 
win two events. He also took the 
shotput with a heave of 47 ft. 7% 
more than two feet shy of the meet 
meet mark established by Schwarze 
of Wisconsin in 1925. 

Illinois Shows the Way. 

The University of Illinois won 
three relays, the quarter mile, half 
miig and four-mile, but none of 
them in record time. 

San Angelo, Tex., High Schoel 
won two relays, the half mile and 
the mile.

N THE fall of 1926, word was 
| broadcast that Sylvester Simon, 

of Evansville, and

the land, had plaved his last game. 
He had just lost the .aree most 
useful fingers on his left hand and 
part of the palm in an accident in 
an Evansville (ind.) furniture frc- 
tory. 

With only the thumb, part of 
the palm, and the little digit re- 
maining on the left hand, the 
word “finis’ was written after 
Syl’s name by baseball men. The 
late Otto Borehert, then president 
and owner of the Milwaukee 
Brewers for whom Syl had han- 
died third base expertly during 
the 1926 season. wrote a letter of 
condolence to Simon, enclosed a 
$100 check and a release. 

No one expected the Evansville 
boy to play ball again. ‘Tis too 
bad,” they said. “A brilliant ca- 
reer nipped in the bud.” 


Upsets the Critics. 
UT they failed to consider 
man’s ingenutiy; they did not 
reckoned with the big heart pump- 
ing life (baseball). through Simon's 
veins; they did not realize his great 
love for baseball. If they had, 


out so soon. 

As a poet once observed, 
“things are not what they seem.” 
Things today are not what they 
seemed to Sylvester Simon when 
fate singled him out for an almost 
tragic setting, Saturday morning, 
Oct. 30, 1926. 

It was like this. Simon, em- 
ployed as an upholsterer for the 
company wanted a couple of pieces 
of wood sawed in two. The operator 
of the saw was gone. Sy! decided 
to do it himself. Hardly had he 
commenced when the mishap oc- 
curred. His hand got caught in 
the machine and before he could 
extricate it, three fingers and part 
of the palm were ripped off. 

There may be dark moments 
ahead for Simon but none will be 
as gloomy as the one when he 
gazed down at his mangled hand 
and visioned his future. Baseball 
was life to him. And what was 
there in baseball for a fellow with 
only one good hand? Nothing. 
That is for the average fellow, but 
Sylvester Simon isn't included in 
that category.

He will play third 
base for Erie this season.He was 
rated the best third sacker in the 
Central League last year.

But regardless 
of whether he ever reaches the 
heights he would have had not fate 
interfered, he will go down in 
baseball as the “man who came 
back.”

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BASKET RULES 
BODY MAKES 4 
MINOR CHANGES

NEW YORK, April 20.—The 
joint basketball rules committee, 
closing its annual conclave at the 
Pennsylvania Club here today, 
made four changes in the code, 
recommended abolition of the cen- 
ter toss to start the game, and 
after each score. The National As- 
sociation of College Basketball 
Coaches had urged the abandon- 
ment of this traditional] feature in 
favor of a throw-in from the out- 
side. - 

The proposed change was tabled 
for one year, with the recommen- 
dation that coaches favoring it give 
the new plan a trial in practice 
games. 

The committe made a new ruling 
On the jump-ball, providing that 
neither jumper may touch the ball 
after it has been tapped until it 
hag touched another player or the 
floor. Various technical fouls 
cannected with the jump ball, such 
as catching the ball before it has 
been tapped, were changed to 
mere violations, the penalty for 
which is loss of the ball rather 
than a foul. : 

A statement was inserted into 
the code to enabie oficials to rule 
with more uniformity on “travel- 
ing’ with the balL The fourth 
change had to do with a player 
fouled in the act of shooting a 
g0al. Henceforth the bali will be 
tossed up at center after the sec- 
ond free throw if the player fouled 
made his field goal. It will be in 
play after a miss on the second 
free throw, if the field goa: was 
not made.

sion of Congress called by President Hoover 
to deal with the farm question and _ the 
tariff. 

One bill comes from the House Committee 
on Agriculture. It embodies the ideas of 
Mr. Hoover as expressed in his campaign 
speeches and his address to the special ses- 
sion. The central feature of the bill is a 
proposed Federal Farm Board with wide 
powers, having at its command a revolving 
fund of half a billion dollars out of which 
to make loans to farmers’ organizations for 
the purpose of assisting them in the “order- 
ly marketing” of crops. 

“We propose,” says the House Committee 
in its report on the bill, “‘the creation of a 
Federal Farm Board, with the broadest pow- 
ers ever conferred by the Government upon 
any agency to guide and assist any group of 
citizens.” 

This is the board which President Hoover 
described in his message as “‘a great instru- 
mentality, of a strength and importance equal 
to that of those which we have created for 
transportation and banking’’ — respectively 
the Interstate Commerce Commission and the 
Federal Reserve Board. 


Debenture Plan in Senate 

Bill Bone of Contention. 

The second of the two bills has been re- 
ported from the Senate Committee on Agri- 
culture. Like the House bill, it gives legis- 
lative form to the Hoover program. It, too, 
provides for the establishment of a powerful 
Federal Farm Board and fixes the size of 
the revolving fund at half a billion dollars. 
It is like the House bill also in its rejection 
of the “‘equalization fee.” 

Unlike the House bill, the Senate measure 
goes beyond the Hoover specifications and 
proposes that the Farm Board, at its option, 
shall have the right at any time to put into 
effect the so-called debenture plan. 

It is around the debenture plan that the 
fight now centers. The plan was rejected 
by the House Committee on Agriculture, and 
House administration leaders say that their 
branch of Congress will never accept it. Sen- 
timent for it in the Senate is apparently 
stronger. With the Progressive Republicans 
favoring the plan, on the ground that it is 
the only available method for “‘making the 
tariff effective for the farmer,’ it could be 
put through the Senate with the support of 
the Democrats. Whether this support wil! 
be solidly given is yet to be seen. 


Hoover Thought to Count on 

House to Squelch Debenture. 

Much depends on the attitude of the 
President. Members of the Senate commit- 
tee say that an opportunity was given him 
to put his foot down flatly upon the plan, 
while the bill was under consideration by 
the committee, but failed to do so. The in- 
ference is drawn that he is relying on the 
House leaders to equelch the proposal. 

In describing his plan during the cam- 
paign, the President said that “it is no pro- 
posal of subsidy or fee or tax upon the farm- 
er.” This meant that he was against the 
equalization fee. If it also meant that he 
is opposed to any form of subsidy for the 
farmer, then he is against the debenture 
plan; for the debenture plan, as its advo- 
cates freely concede, contemplates a direct 
subsidy from the Federal Treasury. Mr. 
Hoover, howerer, has not publicly made any 
explicit statement for or against the plan. 
“I do not see,” said a Progressive Repub- 
lican Senator, “how anyone who was for 
the equalization fee can now oppose the 
debenture plan. Nor, to be quite frank, do 
I see how Mr. Hoover, who was against the 
equalization fee, can now be for the deben- 
ture plan.”

What Equalization Fee 
Was Expected to Accomplish. 


To sum up again: The Democratic candi- 
date in the last campaign espoused the “‘prin- 
ciple” of the equalization fee. The equaliza- 
tion fee was a method of crop. control 
through compulsory 100 per cent organiza- 
tions of farmers, and its advocates were fond 
of saying that only through this compulsory, 
100 per cent co-operation could farm relief 
be realized. 

The fee was described as a plan for Mak- 


contemplated that a Federal Board, through 
selected agencies, should buy up the whole 
of a crop of which there might be a ° 
plus—wheat for example—and take the sur- 
plus off the domestic market to keep it from 
beating. down the domestic price.

Purpose Now to Give Farmer 


Best Price for His Crop: 

The tariff on wheat is 42 cents a bushel. 
Assuming a world: price of $1 a bushel, the 
domestic price would have been fixed at 
$1.42. Whatever loss the board might tem- 
porarily have had to assume in dumping part 
of the crop abroad at the world price would 
have been recouped by a per bushel assess- 
ment against the whole of the benefited crop 
—that is to say, in the case of wheat, Dy an 
assessment against the 800,000,000 bushels. 
This assessment would have been collected 
from the farmers as an “equalization fee.” 

The net result of the operation would he 
been to give the farmer the fixed price of 
$1.42 a bushel minus whatever might bare 
been the “equalization fee.”

This idea of making co-operation among 
farmers attractive, and of enabling them 
through co-operation to control their mar- 
keting processes and consequently the prices 
of their products, is the heart and center of 
the Hoover plan.. It is the heart and cen- 
ter of the administration-approved bill which 
has been reported out by the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture. 

The object of both the equalization fee and 
of the stabilization corporations proposed in 
the Hoover plan is the same—higher prices 
Yor the farmer. There is general agreement 
that he should have higher prices, so that 
he may approach more nearly to the pros- 
perity enjoyed by the tariff-protected manu- 
facturing industries. The method by which 
this object is sought is the same in both 
plans. Under whatever name it may be con- 
cealed, the method is that of fixing prices 
to be paid by the consumer. 

The difference between the discarded Mc- 
Nary-Haugen plan and the Hoover pian is 
simply that the one proposed price-fixing by 
a governmental agency, 
poses that the farmers themselves be allowed 
to fix prices. Like the McNary-Haugen plan, 
the Hoover idea is based upon effective con- 
trol of crops, or, if you please, upon a “‘cor- 
nering’’ of crops.

Senator Donnelly of the Twenty-seventh Missouri 
District complains that the Post-Dispatch bas unfair- 
ly stated the position of the Democratic majority 
toward budget reform. That is, we charged the 
Democrats, who control the Senate, had played poli- 
tics in this matter. 

It is wholesome to have a member of the Demo 
cratic majority defend it upon this score. Certainly 
that is vastly preferable to the usual indifference 
of legislative majorities. We welcome Senator Don- 
nelly’s denial, and we moreover admit that to a de 
gree he is right. We have never meant to say that 
the Democrats in the Senate have held their respon- 
sibility lightly. They have shown a more consistent 
support for the budget reform than either the Repub- 
licans in the Senate or Gor. Caulfield. It is due to 
them chiefly that the Governor’s proposal to elim- 
inate State printing from the operations of the cen- 
tral purchasing agency was beaten in the Senate. 
Two Republicans left the reservation to vote with 
them. It is also true that the only budget bill which 
stands a chance to pass the Legislature and actually 
to accomplish the budget reform the State so much 
needs is the bill of the Democratic majority in the 
Senate. 

The Democrats are in much better case there than 
they were when the budget reform was instituted 
by Gov. Caulfield. The Republican House appointed 
on the joint committee which was to initiate this | 
legislation, three Republicans and three Democrats, 
but the Democratic Senate appointed a committee of 
four Democrats and one Republican. This gave the 
Democrats a decided majority, and it was one of the 
first discouragements that budget reform encoun- 
tered. The Republicans felt that the Demoerats were 
going to give party interest precedence over public 
interest, and the mass of them became discouraged. 
Even after the Senate had largely receded from this 
partisan position, and had resisted all the efforts of 
political Republicans in the Senate to weaken the 
budget bill, the Democrats violated the agreement

Although the late Senator Bailey was a devout Democrat, it was seldom he was in 
intellectual sympathy with the dominant sentiment of his party; Cleveland did 
not please him, nor did Bryan or Wilson; his refusal to compromise his convic- 
tions, however, made him a powerful and respected force in Texas politics.

LTHOUGH it was at Gainesviile that 
A tormer Senator Bailey .«stablished his 

residence on becoming a citizen of Texas, 
it may be said that his political life in this 
State had its beginning no less at Sherman 
than at Gainesville. Both were in the old 
Fifth Congressional District perhaps the 
most important centers within its bound- 
aries, and it was as the Rerresentative of 
that district that Mr. Bailey first made his 
appearance on the stage ofmationa! politics, 
on which he came to perform wita a dis- 
tinction, and even brilliance. which com- 
manded the attention and respect pot only 
of Texas but of the nation. It adds some- 
what to the dramatic manner of his pass- 
ing that his life ended at the place whera 
in the political sense, it may be said to 
have begun. One might easi'y fancy that, 
in decreeing that circumstance, fate granted 
what would have been hig wish. For he 
had no more devoted friends than were 
those in whose home he die. 


The death of Mr. Bailey is a bereavement 
to tens of thousands in Texas, nor will it 
be confined only to those who in the days 

f his political battles were his loyal and 
admiring followers. For in him were com- 
bined courage and ability of such extraordi- 
nary degree as to extort admiraticn from 
the most inveterate of his toes. His was 
in all respects a most positive character. 
Of doubts he knew few if any, nor of opin- 
ions; for al) his opinions were convictions, 
and with him it was a paint of moral duty 
to make of his convictions a holy cause 
not to be compromised. One of that tem- 
per inspires his friends with a devotion little 
less than fanatical in its intersity. and. as a 
necessary consequence, imbues his enemies 
with malignance. Yet, for the most part 
they were the enmiities of politics which 
were tempered with admiration for the 
abilities of the man. 


A generation has grown up since ‘Ne time 
when Mr. Bailey was the outstanding fig- 
ure in the political life of Texas, and within 
the time of that generation's experience 
Texas has known no such titanic politica! 
contests ag those which he tought. One 
hastily casting his memory back over the 
last 40 years of the history of this State 
would recal! but one man who dominated 
the political life of Texas to the degree 
that Mr. Bailey did, and who commanded 
the minds and hearts of so large a follow- 
ing in the imperious way that he did. Only 
Gov. Hogg could be thought to rival him in 
these respects. But there is the important 
difference that, whereas Gov Hugg wielded 
the great power he commanded in wars 
which brought definite and lasting effects, 
one Will find but few and sma!) evidences 
of concrete accomplishments in the records 
of those bedies in which Mr. Balley worked. 

The disparity is to be ascr.bed chiefl~ to 
faults of temperament and intel et, the 
compensatory penalties of his virtues, which 
rendered Mr. Bailey almost incapable of 
co-operating with the majerity of those 
with whom he was politically asrociated. 
He had superiatively the courage t+ oppose 
a Majority..and the courage seemed te put 
him under temptation to do so. ‘In all the 
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country there was no more devoted Demo- 
crat—no more devout Democrat—than Mr. 
Bailey. Yet the occasions were rare when 
he was in intellectual sympathy with the 
dominant sentiment of his party. Three 
great men came to ascendan:.'y in the Dem- 
ocratic party during the time of Mr. Bailey’s 
political activity, though only two of them 
during the days of his own puniiec life. It 
may be said that their individual political 
proclivities marked the whvle gamut of 
Democratic philosophy. But Mr. Bailey 
was no more en rapport with Mr. Cleveland 
than with Mr. Bryan, nor more with Mr. 
Wilson than with either of the others. De- 
spite their marked differentiations, Mr. 
Bailey could establish contact witn none of 
them, and while all commanded his ballot 
and even his voice, though only in a per+ 


functory way, it was by way of discharging 


an obligation which he deemed to be the 
due of his party, and not as an act of in- 
tellectual fealty to them.

If there is any just criticism to be made 
of Mr. Bailey’s habit of dissentingjit must 
be one which regards it as 2 frailty rather 
than a fault. Mr. Bailey had delved deep 
into the history and philoscphy of his 
party; none excelled him in that lore. But 
it was an erudition which made his the 
mind of a doctrinaire. And the exigencies 
of practical politics give to the doctrinaire 
little more than the opportunity te be a 
critic of the proposals and acts of men. 
who, knowing less, are made thereby the 
more compliant to the demands of expedi- 
ence. That his criticism was so nearly a!l- 
ways adverse in its judgment was a testi- 
mony. if not to his wisdom, at least to the 
integrity of his mind. He was a conserva- 
tive, even extraordinarily so, at a time when 
the country took on a mood of lileralism, 
and his party ome even of tadicalism. It 
is an impressive evidence of his intellectual! 
power that in those circumstances he was 
so long abie to keep hig place in the front 
rank of his party and command the re- 
spectful attention of a country so little in 
agreement with him.

A stabilization corporation may 
be approved for any commodity by 
the Federal Farm Board when the 
board finds that such action is 
necessary in order to give effect to 
the declared policy of Congress, 0s 
quoted above. 

When a stabilization corporation 
is set up by authority of the farm 
board, the board is authorized to 
make advances to it “for working 
Capital to enable it to purchase, 
store, merchandise or otherwise 
dispose of the commodity.” 

The only expressed check upon 
the powers of the stabilization coc- 
poration is that it “shall not with- 
hold any commodity from the io- 
mestic market if the prices thereof 
have become unduly enhanced, re- 
sulting in distress to domestic con- 
sumers.’’ 

The House committee's report on 
its bill makes no attempt to min- 
imize the powers which are pro- 
posed to be given to the Federal 
Farm Board and, through the 
board, to the stabilization corpor- 
ations. Indeed, thé report frankly 
states that the powers are with- 
out precedent. It points out, more- 
over, that the bill proposes “a 
practically complete exemption to 
the organizations of agriculture 
from the operation of the anti- 
trust and monopoly statutes.” 
“Advantages to Farmer in Control 

of Prices.” 

“We believe,” says the report, 
“that this exemption is. justified 
on two main grounds: First, that 
the nature of agriculture is such 
that control of production cannot 
be achieved as easily as in indus- 
try, if indeed it can be achieved at 
all. With 6,000,000 men engaged 
in independent farming operations, 
the probability of successful mon- 
opoly to the public injury is very 
slizht. 

“In the second place. if as a na- 
tion we wish and need a produc- 
tion safely in excess of our mini- 
Mum needs, we must give to the 
farmer some off-setting advantages 
in the control of his prices and 
marketing that we refuse to al] 
other forms of industry.” 

If this does not mean the fixing 
of prices, it means nothing at all. 

Still, the committae is carefu! to 
say that the bill carries “no hint 
of price-fixing or arbitrary price 
elevation.” 

One may thoroughly agree with 
the committee that the bill is 
meant to serve a laudable pur- 
pose, by justified means,’ and yet 
deny the accuracy of that char- 
acterization.

Low Gas Mileage 
Shows Need 
lor Car Economy 


Larger -ngines, high speed and 
acceleration—the triumvirate of 
fuel waste in the automobile—fo- 
cus attention on the increasing im- 
portance of economy in the opera- 
tion of cars. America is suffering 
from low gas mileage and the au- 
tomobile industry looks to the car 
owner and driver himself as the 
man best equipped to make the 
remedy effective. 

With the increase in piston dis- 
placement and unnecessary use of 
reserve power, gas mileage aver- 
ages have materially decreased un- 
til it requires but a little ineffi- 
ciency in operation to start one 
thinking of the high cost of fill- 
ing up. Whereas a few years ago 
many people figured their mileage 
around 20, today one is not sur- 
prised if the average does not ex- 
ceed 12 miles to the gallon. In 
overlooking the importance of 
maintaining their cars in a more 
efficient way, however, motorists 
are said to be missing an oppor- 
tunity to raise the average mile- 
age considerably above this mini- 
mum. 

One popular make of car will 
do 16 miles to the gallon normal- 
ly. If the spark of its high com- 
pression engine is not timed ac- 
curately mileage drops to 13 or 
less. 

Where so much is expected of 
the modern car economy natural- 
ly hangs by a hair. Not being any 
too well versed in the business of 
getting more miles to the gallon, 
the average o:vner fails to obtain 
even normal results and too often 
submits to the situation as a nec- 
essary evil. -To qualify as a mo- 
tor modernist he must learn that 
the new cars require new methods 
in effecting fuel economy and that 
these plans must be adjusted to 
meet the needs of particular makes 
and models, 

The way the gasoline filter is 
installed on some cars makes it 
prone to waste fuel, for example. 
If it is attached between the 
vacuum tank and the carburetor, 
and the bowl is not drawn up 
snug, a considerable amount of 
leakage can occur at this point. 

Because of a growing tendency 
to give the car owner optional rear 
axle reduction ratios gas mileage 
sometimes appears satisfactory 
though the number of trips to the 
filling station prove otherwise. 
This can be attributed to failure 
to change the speedometer gear- 
ing in order to compensate for the 
change in rear axle gearing. Check- 
ing the accuracy of the speed- 
ometer is another point now being 


emphasized in the process of 
boosting gas mileage. 
Of outstanding importance in 


the war against low gas mileage is 
skillful handling of the engine. 
This calls for less frequent use of 
power surplus, especially in accel- 
eration. Seldom is it necessary 
for the driver to utilize all of 
the engine’s reserve and to do so 
where there is no. need for it is 
simply the equivalent of throwing 
away good money. Too many 
drivers feel that in accelerating to 
the limit they are displaying the 
remarkable abilities of their cars 
when, as a matter of fact, they 
are merely admitting that they are 
not aware of the equal abilities 
of rival cars. Any driver who is 
skillful in gear shifting still has 
the advantage of the man who 
merely relies on his engine to win

Brings About Change 
In Population Trend 


Use of the automobile has re- 
sulteqd in the building up of su- 
burban sections to the extent that 
tehe 1930 census is not expected 
to show the usual increase in ur- 
ban population, figures compiled 
by the American Automobile Asso- 


ciation reveal. 


It is pointed out that in 1790 


there were only 
United States having as many as 
8000 inhabitants. A statement by 
the association continues: 


“The population of these cities 
formed alittle more than 3 per cent 
of the total population of the coun- 
try. In 1920 there were 924 such 
cities and their population was 
nearly 44 per cent of the total. In- 
cluding. the population of smaller 
cities down to those with 2500 in- 
habitants, the urban population of 
the United States in 1920 formed 
a little more than half of the total 
and the rural a little less than 
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six cities in the | 


half, while the farm population 
taken alone formed less than 30 
per cent. 

“It appears, therefore, that we 
are becoming more and more a@ na- 
tion of cities. But there are cer- 
tain strong factors operating 
against this tendency. One of the 
most potent of these is the auto- 
mobile. You may be obliged to 
work in a city, but if you own a 
car you can readily live out in the 
more spacious regions of  holly- 
hocks, roses, and vegetable gar- 
dens. There are some who proph- 
esy that by reason of this growth 


of suburban residential areas the 
1930 census will not show the 
usual increase in the proportion of 
urban population.”

Pepys is famous not only for his Diary, but for the part he 
played in developing the British Navy as Secretary of the Admiralty. 
However, it is not his serious side which is dealt with in the play, 
but rather the more human aspects of his character. Pepys was 
3 great philanderer, and the comic incidents of the play grow out 
of his-acquaintance with Mrs. Knight, his wife's jealousy, and the 
untimely appearance of the King when Pepys calls on Mistress 
Knight.

Silverman Off for Coast 


Local Orchestra Leader, Long a Fixture Here, 
Goes to Hollywood to Make Music for the 
Warner Synchronized Films—Grand Opera 
House, Home of the Continuous Vaudeville Idea, 
Bows to the Rush of Talking Pictures and 
Makes Change in Policy After Fifteen Years.

HE scattering of the organization built up here by the Skouras 
Tprotners in their effort to establish the St. Louis brand of movie 

theater entertainment in the newly formed chain of Warner 
theaters throughout the country goes merrily on and last night Dave 
Silverman who has been with the local outfit almost from the time 
pictures were first shown in St. Louis, left for Hollywood. Out in 
the Cinema City Dave is to take charge of the musical end of War- 
ner Vitaphone productions, scoring all of the synchronized films and 
writing much of the music and “theme songs.”” The amiable Mr. 
Silverman, has been the conductor of the orchestra at the Ambassa- 
dor since that theater opened. 

Never-sensational, but quietly efficient Silverman literally went 
up the scale with the Skouras boys. He specialized on the scoring 
of music in connection with the films and has been preparing for au 
opportunity to move to,Hollywood. 

Born in Philadelphia in 1890 Silverman started his musical 
career at the age of seven. He was a “boy soprano” in a church 
choir at 12 and came to St. Louis soon after, taking up violin les- 
sons on his arrival here. He sang in a synagogue at Thirteenth and 
Carr streets but soon abandoned yocal efforts for the piano. In 
1908 he was made leader of-a three-piece archestra at the Gem 
Theater on Sixth street near Market, where Gene Rodemich was also 
playing. He then moved to the new Hippodrome across the street 
and then in succession to the Downtown Lyric, the Lyric Skydome at 
Taylor and Delmar and the West End Lyric. After a brief engage- 
ment with the Hotel Chase he went to the Grand Central, then to 
the Missouri and finally the Ambassador. | # 

Incidentally Silverman’s successor at the Ambassador will be 
Albert Roth, first violinist at the Missouri. The name of Roth means 
little to the local audiences but as “Red,” long a foil to the succes- 
sive Masters of Ceremonies at the Missouri Theater he is known to 
every motion picture fan in St. Louis.

» in the heart of Caldwell 
County\-—we may seem to be running 
to hearts today, but this is that kind 
of a tale-—is the hamlet of Mprabile.

COLUMBIA, Missouri. 

HEN the Board of 
Curators of the 
University of Mis- 
sourl had finished 
with the business 
of ‘purifying’ the 
institution as a re- 
sult of the recent 
sex questionnaire 
disturbance, two 
well-known faculty members and one 
student-assistant instructor had been 
dropped from the rolls. Their offense 
was that they had permitted the cir- 
culation of the questionnaire among 
1000 students aa a bit of research in 
an advanced sociology course. the doc- 
ument asking students to state anony- 
mously their views concerning pre- 
marital and extra-marital intimacy 
between the sexes. 

The ouster decree, at first unquall- 
fied, was later amended to effect the 
appearance of compromise by limiting 
the banishment of one professor to a 
year. This, it appeared, was a gesture 
intended to mollify a bitter resentment 
on the part of the alumni, the faculty 
and student body while at the same 
time appeasing the State Legislature's 
demand for heads. But it was a tech- 
nical concession which in reality con- 
ceded nothing because it brought 
about a condition which would make 
reinstatement virtually impossible. 

Two of the men were young and had 
been members of the faculty but a 
short time. They were unmarried 
and, however popular, had not become 
so settled in their jobs and environ- 
ment that dismissal meant great per- 
sonal hardship. 

In the case of the third man, cir- 
cumstances were different. Even if his 
sentence of banishment did carry a 
reinstatement clause, Missouri awoke 
slowly to the realization that for a 
slight academic misstep it had not 
only cast out its most famous scientist, 
but had ruthlessly disrupted § the 
course of ai useful life. It had 
drummed out an elderly, acholarly 
gentieman who had devoted 29 years 
to the education of Missouri's youth 
and who, in so doing, had built up 
at the university an intellectual sanc- 
tuary that to him was life itself. That 
man was Dr. Max Friedrich Meyer,

professor of experimental paychology. 

One of the oldest members of the 
faculty in point of service, Dr. Meyer 
was as much a part of Missouri at- 
mosphere and tradition as the tivy- 
covered columns. He was & campus 
character. When, year after year, a 
man can appeal to the sense of humor 
of a student body and at the same time 
hold that student body’s unbounded re- 
spect it may be generally assumed 
without further examination that he 
has the essence of greatness. Such a 
man was Max Meyer—and that is what 
the students called him until it drove 
him to cry in desperation: ‘‘Call me 
Max or call me Meyer, but, for 
heaven's sake, dont call me Max- 
meyer.’ 

New students arriving in Columbia 
each autumn with eyes open for phys- 
ical evidence of higher education soon 
singled out a tall, lonely figure that 
walked with a jerky gait and eame 
from the region, unexplored by fresh- 
men, out west of Stewart Bridge. 

“Who is that man?’’ the innocent 
would inqutre, with awe in his voice. 

“That man,” the erudite upperclass- 
man would reply with the confidence 
born of long familiarity with the sub- 
ject, “‘is Max Meyer, the greatest psy- 
chologist in the world.” 

And the upper classman, parading 
his vast knowledge, didn't know how 
near the truth he had really come. 


ROBABLY only a very young 
P ruse would undertake to say 

definitely who is the greatest psy- 
chologist in the world, but it is safe 
for anybody to say that among the 
great names of psychology the name 
of Max F. Meyer would appear within 
the first ten. 

Meyer's practice of drawing into 
his shell and allowing the soundness 
of his theories to speak for itself op- 
erated against widespread popular ac- 
claim. He was never the man to play 
for popular favor. He avoided pub- 
licity, worked alone and promoted no 
intellectual fads. A few years ago Dr. 
John B. Watson, formerly of Johns 
Hopkins University, published a book 
in which he enunciated behaviorism. 
His theories eventually became an aca- 
demic vogue. He is now generally 
known as the father of the behaviorist 
school of psychology. What is not 
generally known is that high on the 
attic floors of Jesse Hall-—Academiec 
Hall it was then-——Max F. Meyer was

teaching the principles of behaviorism 
for years before Watson's book ap- 
peared. 

A stickler for exactness of expres- 
sion, however, Meyer challenges the 
term, behaviorism. He says it is in- 
exact and implies a fad. He calls him- 
self an objective psychologist. He 
keeps hands off metaphysics, stead- 
fastly refusing to traffic with such 
terms as ‘‘mind’’ and ‘‘soul.”’

For most of his courses he 
wrote his own textbooks. Appearing 
at almost regular intervals and each 
representing a vast amount of re- 
search, these works tell the story of 
the wiry scholar’s capacity for labor.

His courses never were popular 
at the university, because they were 
difficult, and Meyer himself was ec- 
centric. He was biunt and ruthlessly 
sarcastic. Some said he would devote 
whole class sessions to tangling them 
up. Wild stories went around about 
weird experiments he performed, sto- 
ries of the sort that go around every 
university campus All freshmen, 


sooner or later, heard how ‘‘Maxmey- 


er’’ experimented on his own childres, 
forcing them to go barefoot in the 
snow in order to note their reactions. 
The more timid students usually 
dropped out after the first course, but 
those hardy ones who came back for 
more came to know Dr. Meyer as the 
most kindly of men beneath his blunt 
exterior. To them psychology courses 
were a delight, because he made them 
so interesting and so amusing. He had 
a sly sense of humor and enjoyed him- 
self never so much as when clowning. 


P AND down before the class he

him, lost in deep thought. Then, 
suddenly, he would pause and fire at a 
startled student some apparently irrel- 
evant and foolish question.

Dr. Meyer's eccentricities were not 
confined to the classroom. He was 
known as a man who had no normal 
vices or diversions. He never played 
bridge or golf or took part in any se 
cial activity. Though known to every- 
body, he had few, if any, intimate 
friende. He lived at home and in his 
laboratory, and was seldom seen on 
the street except between the two 
points. Neighbors called him a good 
husband and father and a good citizen. 
He had but one “dissipation.”” That 
was music. He never missed a concert 
and always came alone and sat well 
up in front. He had but one romance 
in his life. 

In his first year at Missouri he mar- 
ried Miss Stella Sexton of Kansas 
City, a freahman member of one of his 
psychology classes. There was a cam- 
pus joke about it for some time. Stu- 
dents used to say that Miss Sexton was 
the first freshman ever to get a Ph. D. 

Though her course was interrupted 
and delayed by the duties of wife 
hood and motherhood, Mrs. Meyer 
kept efter a college education until 
she had gained her degree.

Since the 
unmasking of the self-styled war hero 
as a WOlual, many persons are now 
recalling that they always noticed 
something pecullar and had their own 
suspicions. They are going back into 
her early life and disclosing charac- 
teristice commonly calculated to lead 
to some miscnief. In Milford she is 
remembered as a thorough tomboy, 
and at the convent school in Enghien, 
near Brussels, where she was gent aa 
a girl, she shocked the nuns by smok- 
ing and dressing up as a boy. 

When she returned to her  par- 
ents in 1815. a young woman of 
19, she became a scout mistress 
and startled the village folk with 
the first short haircut they had 


ever seen on a_ feminine head. 

The war broke out and Miss Barker 
joined a woman's aid organization, 
which proved somewhat too tame for 
her. Late in 1915 she appeared in 
Bristol in khaki breeches, tunic and 
cap as second in command of a re- 
mount depot. She was shifted to the 
Women's Royal Auxiliary Air Force in 
France and served until near the end 
of the war. 

Her military career was halted by 
one of three romances she acknow!l- 
edged as a woman. Soon after reach- 
ing France she had fallen in love with 
an infantry Major—but he was cap- 
tured by the Germans early in the 
war. 


ER second attachment, Harold 
HH ave Smith, a Becond Lieu- 

tenant in the Australian forces. 
she married, April 27, 1918, in Mil- 
ford. The couple wént to London to 
live, but the marriage lasted only six 
weeks. Mrs. Smith went back to her 
parents; Lieutenant Smith, at the end 
of the war, returned to Australia.

HERE was one precedent, al- 
ready well established. Ladyr- 
bird beetles, which are very 

useful to California citrus fruit grow- 
ers as devourers of the destructive 
meaiybug pest, have for some time 
been reared successfully by the agri- 
cultural worKners of that State 

Potatoes are allowed to sprout in- 
doors Mealrbugs are pastured on 
the sprouts and aliowed to increase 
and multiply Then ladybird beetles 
are turned ioore tg pasture on the 
mealybugs, and they in their turn in- 
crease and multiply. Finally, the mil- 
lions of new jladybirds are gathered 
up, kept dormant in co!d storage until 
wanted, and then released to clean up 
the pest-ridden orchards 

There was a young entomologist, 
named S E. Fianders, who pondered 
these things in his heart. He was at 
the time working for a California wal- 
nut growers association. and the thing 
that was threatening him with prema- 
ture gray hair was the common cod- 
ling moth. The same pest that is re- 
sponsible for moat of our “‘“wormy  ap- 
pies was plaving hob with the highiy 
valuable California walnut crop, and 
costing the growers endless money 
and labor in spraying and dusting 
campaigns. 

Mr. Flanders knew that Tricho- 


tions. He arranged trays of cOmmon 
white corn in racks, spreading out corn 
by the ton. and then turned one of 
the worst of granary pests, the grain 
moth, loose to ado her worst Before 
long the rearing cages were swarming 
with moths, anxious to lay thelr egzs. 

A grain moth has one reaction at 
egg-laying time that is almost me- 
chanical—when she comes to a crack 
she wants te drop an egg into it. Mr 
Fianders provided cracks, moat gener- 
ously. He let the moths crawi on 
acreen cloth, which is almost all 
cracks, and. finding that a gentie cur- 
rent of air would hasten the egg-lay- 
ing process, provided that, too, by 
means of an electric fan. So the 
moths taid their egge through the 
ecreen and the eggs dropped into a 
trough, whence they were gathered up 
by the laboratory assistants 

Here, then, was a fine mess of nurs- 
ing bottles for potential Trichogramma 
bables. How arrange their nursery to 
beet advantage’ Simplicity itself. A 
piece of stiff paper, about four by ten 
inches, is thinly coated with sticky 
shellac. Over this the moth eggs are 
dusted, gdhering to the shellac and 
xiving the genera! effect of a coarse 
piece of sandpaper. Approximately 
166,000 moth eggs can be stuck to one 
of these strips. 

Then the strip is bert around end 
‘o end and slipped inside a tin-bot- 
tomed malling tube, about the size of 
a common tomato can. This is the

piling their containers in a refrigera- 
tor. When thetr services are needed, al! 
that ie necessary is to warm them into 
action again 

Ip many places the use of Tricho- 
gramme has been considered as of pos- 
sible value in fighting insect pests. 
This is notably so in Louisiane, where 
the planters are even more worried 
over the wickedness of the cane borer 
than they are over the tariff. In Illi- 
nois, the defenders of the corn belt 


hope to enlist the aid of Trichogramma 
against their arch foe, the European 
corn borer. In New England, whose 
classic elms are threatened by the 
gypsy moth, the browntall moth and 
the tussock moth, this same littie ally 
on wings will probably prove of value 
if California methods can be worked 
successfuliy in the latitude of Boston. 

One very curioue thing has been 
learned about Trichogramma that 
is prebably of a good deal of help 
in her peculiar way of living. Tricho-

almost immediately discontinued 
the choral section and the organ- 
ization became a purely orchestral 
one, taking the name of the St. 
Louis Symphony Society. Zach 
conducted his first concert in St. 
Louis November 12, 1907. 

Under Zach the orchestra had a 
quiet and happy career. He knew 
the organization with unfailing 
thoroughness and he commanded 
the respect of his men by his quiet 
dignity. He was inclined to give 
modern music a hearing, but not 
to the neglect of the classical. 


On January 22, 1921, Zach con- 
ducted a concert, and less than a 
week later he was dead. The sea- 
s0n was finished by Frederick 
Fischer, who has been assistant 
conductor for nearly 25 years, and 
three guest conductors, Rudolf 
Ganz, Dirk Foch and Theodore 
Spiering.

Although he can see little use 
for it in the interpretation of Oc- 
cidental music, he declares it is 
well suited to the tones of Oriental 
music.

gramma is one of those pecu- 
liar females who doesn't need a 
mate in order to produce off- 


‘spring. She jst lays her eggs, 


and they hatch quite as efficiently 
as though there had been a pa- 
ternal ancestor. And in some 
strains, at least, they're all girls. 

Other females will produce 
nothing but male offspring; but 
surely this can't go on indefinite- 
ly. Still others have families near- 
er the ordinary 50-50 sex ratio. 
This ie one of the things that en- 
tomologists are pugrling over. 

One German entomologist has 


reported evolutionary changes in 


his rearing stocks, of the kind 


‘usually called mutations—sudden 
appearances of individuals quite 
“unlike their parents, whose pecul- 


iarities continue to be inherited if 


the line is kept pure. 


One such mutation might prove 
practically valuable. This is a 


-wingless form, which seems to be 


normal in other respects. If wing- 
less Trichogrammas could be got 
on the large-scale producing ba- 


sis, their use would be made in- 


dependent of the wind, which, of 
course, always threatens to carry 
off the tiny winged insects. They 
could simply be turned loose on 
foot to range over twigs and 
leaves like doughboys cleaning up 
a trench system. 


But whether this suggestion 


should prove practicable or not, 
the practicability of the alliance 
between man and his tiny ally, 
Trichogramma, has already been 
demonstrated, and campaigns 
against the hordes of six-legged 
enemies will undoubtedly go on, 
with the economic entomologist in 
the role of liaison officer. All the 
diminutive lady wasp needs is the 
intelligent direction of scientists 
and she will stage a clean-up cam- 
paign amazing in its scope and 
thoroughness.
